The meeting 
held -in the Audien Theatre on 
Monday brought out a large number 
of representative Liberals from all 
parts of the Wetaskiwin Federal Con- 
stitueney for the purpose of selecting 
», standard bearer in the forthcom- 
‘ng election, William Hayhurst was 
chosen. <A resolution was unanim- 
cusly passed by the meeting, expres- 
sing confidence in the government of 
-he Right Hon. Mackenzie King and 
‘he belief that his government merit- 
ed return to power at the Dominion 
election on July 28. 

Seven names yere placed in nomin- 
ation, namely, H. W. Joslin, Leduc; 
William Hayhurst, Ponoka; James 
Connelly, and Captain J. C. Bowen, 
Edmonton; W. H. Odell, Wetaskiwin; 
Dr. Campbell, Ponoka, and W. F. 
Puffer, Lacombe. 

Each of the candidates addressed 
the meeting at some length, all with- 
drawing excepting Messrs. Joslin, 
Hayhurst and Connelly. On the sec- 
ond ballot Mr. Hayhurst was elected 
as the candidate and he was made the 
unanimous choice of the meeting 
amidst enthusiasm. 

The three nominees standing for 
election, as well as Captain Bowen, 
delivered addresses, referring to the 
progress made in Canada during the 
past nine years under the Liberal re- 
gime. Mr. Hayhurst, in thanking 
the convention for the honor confer- 
red in selecting him as the candidate, 
referred to his association with the 
U.F.A. movement for many years 
but he could not accept its policies 
when it entered politics.

If they do not 
take advantage of these opportunities 
it is not the fault of the country or 
of the overnment, but of the women 
themselves. I am beginning to think 
that the average woman makes a lot 
of fuss about her rights, fights to get 
them, and then loses interest in the 
question, After all, what have wo- 
men done in Canada? There are a 
few women doctors, a few lawyers, a 
few have fairly good positions in the 
business world, there is one woman 
in parliament and one in the Senate. 
What kind of a record is that for a 
country the size of Canada? 

You hear it said, ‘‘Canadian wo- 
men are not given the same oppor- 
tunities as American women are. Ac- 
ross the line, women can go into any 
kind of work and be given an equal 
chance with the men.’’ That may be 
true, but the only reason it is true 
is because Canadian women do not 
insist on being given that . equal 
chance. The opportunities are here 
if you will only grasp them. You 
may have to fight for your rights, 
but all through the history of the 
world people have had to fight for 
the things worth having. Women of 
other countries have gone through 
the same trials as we are going 
through in order to gain recognition, 
and have come out on top. Is there 
any reason why Canadian women 
cannot do the same? 

It has been proven in other coun- 
tries that women are capable of do- 
ing many of the things which, a few 
vears ago only men were suposed to 
understand. Many women have made 
names for themselves in the realms 
of science, law, medicine, politics, 
business and in that newest of all 
professions, aviation. Who are these 
women who are doing such wonder- 
ful things? English and American 
women for the most part. Not Can- 
adians.
